A 
careful review of the specification discloses that the invention is directed to a process based solely on the manipulation of an abstract 
idea. The claimed invention devoids any recitation that the claimed invention has 

practical application within the technological arts. The examiner notes that the claims are devoid of any technology (i.e. computer 
processors, etc.). For a claimed invention to be statutory, the claimed invention must be within the technological arts. Mere idea in the 
abstract (I.e.. abstract idea, law of nature, natural phenomena) that do not apply, involve, use, or advance the technological arts fail to 
promote the "process of science, for example) and therefore are found to be non-statutory subject matter. Furthenmore, the preamble of 
claim 52 recites a method of optimizing a shipment of merchandise by determining one or more maximum loads of one or more transport 
vehicles, the shipment being... However, the body of the claim falls to recite any optimization or detemiining of the one or more loads of 
any transport vehicles. Therefore, the claim does not produce a useful, concrete and tangible result. 
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
